Varsity Starts 
Publication of 
"Comment" 

Toronto,(C.U.P.)— 

A new publlntion made its ap- 
pearanco in the campus yesterday 
morning. 

Published by » group of uni- 
versity studouts, Comment, a 
four-page leaflet, Is desiged to 
"produce in tsudcuts an aware- 
ness of the significance of cur- 
rent events", according to an edi 
torlal in yesterday's Issue. 

Tho new bl-woekly declares 
that "Its editorial policy Is haaed 
on affirmation of the principles 
embodied in the Universal Dn- 
claratlon of Human Rights." 

"It Is the duty of students to 
work for the realization of the so- 
cial order which they believe to 
he tho most desirable," the leaf- 
let explains. "If the students arc 
to fulfill this rolo they must in- 
terest themselves In public af- 
fairs, and this interest must be 
turned, to action." 

To help make students aware 
of the significance of current 
events, Comment "will draw on 
every possible source to obtalu 
the Information necessary If the 
students aro to form an accurate, 
rational outlook on public af- 
fairs." 

The publication declares Itself 
In favor of the Universal Declar- 
ation of Human Rights, but af- 
rirms that "the means of attain- 
ing the practical application of 
the principles in tho Declaration 
must not Invllve the negation of 
these principles." 

Other articles In this issue fav- 
ored Increased aid to less fortu- 
nate countries of the world, com- 
mented on the recent election, 
and called on students to "cam- 
paign for greater aid to univer- 
sities by all levels of government, 
and for the Introduction of a real- 
ly adequate system of financial 
assistance to students."

Taylor Report on IUS. Crave 
Issue at NFCUS Conference

The most-discussed document 
of the NFCUS conference turned 
out to be Charles Taylor's report 
on the International Union of 
Students. It occupied between six 
to eight hours of time on the In- 
ternational Activities Commission 
yesterday. 

Taylor, nn ex-McCill student on 
a Rhodes Scholarship at Oxford, 
and official NFCUS observer at 
the recent IUS Warsaw Congress, 
stressed throughout his eleven- 
page report that since IUS had 
adopted a new look, NFCUS 
should associate itself with IUS. 

"Tho Congress at Warsaw rep- 
resents In many ways an about- 
face from Its predecessors at Pra- 
gue," he said. "Tho policy follow- 
ed at the latter seemed calculated 
to drive ull non-communist unluns 
out of the organization. At. War- 
saw, the IUS repeatedly showed 
Its deslro to draw the non-com- 
munist unions as much as pos- 
sible Into Its work, to give tbnni 
a much wider scope of action 
within It, and to find as broad a 
basis or co-operation as possible 
with thera." 

Taylor said that IUS was in- 
creasing Its accent on student 
unity In the light of the "recent 
relaxation of International ten- 
sions." The formntion nî the now 
IUS Executive revealed far-reach- 
ing attempts to accomodate the 
non-union members. 

Three vice-presidencies have

Sludents In the Faculty of Arli and Science wishing to chenge • 
courte which ihty originally ragitlarad may do io up to iho 1 5th of 
October by observing strictly thai following procadura : 

1. Obtain the appropriate change of couria from which are now 
available in the office of the Assistant Dean, Room 140, Arts 
Building. 

2. Complete the 3 copies of the form accurately and clearly and 
return them to the office of the Assistant Dean for checking. 

3. Call back ai the office of the Assistant Dean two or three 
days after turning in the form lo pick up their -signed copy 
of the change which is their evidence that the change has been 
approved. This is most important since they will only be proper- 
ly registered if the chenge has been approved and they can 
only ascertain this by receiving one signed copy of the form. 
Students are warned that this must be dona by 5:00 p.m. on 
Thursday, October 15th as under no circumstences whatever will 
any changes be considered after that date. 

Remember that your final registration for the session will be as 
il reads in. the Assistant Dean's office at 5 o'clock on October 15th 
and those courses and no others will be the ones for which you will be 
held responsible.

France and the United States, 
should they affiliate In addition 
five ordinary positions have been 
left open for Delgium, Canada, 
Chile, Denmark and South Africa. 

Taylor dealt with seven consid- 
ered changes of IUS in his reports. 

1. The constitution of IUS hns 
been amended to provide for as- 
sociate membership. 

2. The unrepresentative char- 
acter of the ICS secretariat Is due 
to the unrepresentative character 
of IUS. Tho IUS executive have 
offered a seat to Canada should 
NFCUS becomo a member of IUS. 

3. The obvifius political dis- 
crimination by tho IUS against 
tho Yugoslav student body has 
been partially rectified. The Yugo- 
slavs were Invited to attend al- 
though they were too late In ac- 
cepting and so were not recog- 
nized by the Congress. 

•I. Non-members were given full 
rights in speaking and 
There was no "faulty method" of 
forcing through or defeating res- 
olutions. But the Communist cle- 
ment was In the majority. 

5. There was a desire on the 
part of the publicity and Informa- 
tion department to have more rep- j 
rosentatlvo news coverage In their j 
publications. Though It was not 
adequate, Taylor felt It was a 
step In the right direction. 

B. IUS definitely wanted to co- 
operate with World Unlferslty 
Service In the field of student re- 
lief. 

T. Some of the political tone of 
IUS has been modified, but tho 
Ideological and partisan bias re- 
mains vory much In evidence. 
"This can perhaps bo somewhat 
mitigated and moderated, but

No Specific Fee 
Set For NFCUS; 
To Pay President j 

The motion which was passed 
Tuesday night to fix NFCUS fees 
at fifty cents was withdrawn yes- 
terday. This means that fees can 
be raised to fifty cents per capita, 
but that no specific amount has 
been set. The rest of the fee tiues- 
tlon remains as printed in yester- 
day's 'Dally, with the folowlng 
additions: 

Only universities who have paid 
the Increased fee during the year 
11)03-54 and prior to the '54 Con- 
."erenco may vote In plenary at 
the Conference, however, those 
delegates from universities who 
have been unable to pay the In- 
I creased fee may be eligible for 
election to the executive and mas 
voto In the election of the exec- 
utlvo at that conference. 

Those universities unablo lo 
pay the Increased Tec but who in 
the coming year show their faith 
In NFCUS and their 
to pay tho Increased fee for that 
year may be given the opportunity 
to obtain full voting privileges at 
next year's plenary session, by a 
plenary vote on tho recommenda- 
tion of tho executive. 

Tho problem of whether or not 
to elect a full-time paid president 
of NFCUS was then brought up. 
This would entail giving up a 
year of studies or outside work. 
A poll taken before the discussion 
started resulted in twelve univer- 
sities In favor and six against, 
with two abstentions. 

It was moved and carried that 
this full-time president should be 
a full-time student from a mem- 
ber university, or a graduate from 
the previous graduating year. The 
recommendation was mndo that 
a graduate president preferably 
should return, after holding office, 
to a Canadian campus.* The sub- 
committee chosen to lay down the 
rights, duties, privileges, and lim- 
its of this full-time president was 
Laval University. It was also de- 
cided that this president can hold 
no other active official position on 
the campus during his term of 
office. 

Thus, both tho nominations for 
president antl the amount of the 
fee rnlse will be brought up In 
the Plenary Sessions held today 
anil tomorrow.

Association with the Comnumisl-dominated Interna- 
tional Union of Students was not recommended by the Inter- 
national Activities Commission in yesterday's meeting. 
NFCUS executives will be empowered, however, to make 
investigations on conditions of Associate membership, if 



the motion of recommendation is 
accepted by the plenary session 
today. 

Discussion, which was prolong- 
ed, centred around the report of 
Charles Taylor — NFCUS ob- 
server at the IUS Congress In 
Warsaw this summer — which 
described changes In IUS and re- 
commended that NFCUS take ad- 
vantage of the newly-created po- 
sition of associate membership. 

Taylor, who attended both the 
world Federation of Democratic 
Youth Festival In Bucharest, and 
the regular IUS Congress In War- 
saw, described a new attempt 
, there to meet the objections of 
Ingness j \v cstL . rn nations and to attract 
more of them Into association. 

ItKCeOMHXnATIONS 
Ills report reccomended Asso- 
ciate Membership In IUS for 
NFCUS and also the exchange 
tour of Russian and Canadian 
students which was blocked by it 
minority at last year's NKCÙS 
conference.

The effect of the ammandmont 
was In general to tone down tho 
preamble, although the actual 
provisions of the motion were left 
unchanged.

The motion as It will bo pre- 
sented to today's plenary session, 
reads as follows: 

Whereas, tho spirit and ac- 
tivities of IUS have not foster- 
ed -an International student 
rmiiiiiiinlly because of its part- 
Isnti and political approach in 
the past to both student needs 
and lo the role of students in 
society, and . . . 

Whereas, association with IT'S 
In its present form would create 
disunity when unity Is essential 
for an effective NFCUS, and . . . 

Whereas, NFCUS lg desirous 
of fostering greater internati- 
onal understanding . . . 

lie It resolved, that NFCUS 
will not enter into associate 
membership with IUS nt the 
present time, hut that thu Ex- 
ecutive of NFCUS will 'be cm. 
powered during this year to In- 
vestigate the possibility of qual- 
ified relationship with the ICS.

Gliding Club Plans 
To Build Plane 

Ever since the Falcon I glider 
was finally crashed In 1946, the 
McGlll glider pilots have beer, 
crashing Canadair'a glldera. 

For tho past three years tho 
Gliding Club has had Intentions 
of constructing their own glider, 
but due to various difficulties it 
has been Impossible to realize 
those plans untl now. Thin fall it 
has been possible to obtain draw- 
ings for a recently developed 
French flying wing sailplane, 
which, besides being comparative- 
ly easy to construct, combines the 
virtues of the very fast and very 
slow sailplanes. In flying per- 
formance. 

Since the work Is to be done 
entirely by McGlll students, a 
number of people Interested In 
the project are necessary in order 
to realize it. The project should 
be of special Interest to Engineer- 
ing studonts. If enough interest 
Is shown, the construction will 
take place at tho Canadalr Gliding 
Club's workshop at Canadalr, un- 
der the supervision of the above 
club's building instructors.

conferences. The Committee also 
deals with all student problems 
of an International variety. It ar- 
ranges scholarships for foreign 
students and plans exchange trips 
for Canadian students with other 
universities In different countries. 

Last year a group of Mexican 
students visited Canada and Ca- 
nadian universities. This trip 
was planned and executed by Su- 
therland. Tho IAC also deals with 
Immigration problems foreign stu- 
dents might have and. If any fo- 
reign student wishes to get In 
touch with NFCUNS. the IAC is 
the group he approaches. 

This afternoon the IAC discus- 
sed the relationship of NFCUS 
with other national and Interna- 
tional organizations of students. 
The group, in its few short years 
of existence, has developed Into 
an important organ of NFCUS

At today's plenary session, NFCUS delegates will ap- 
prove, disapprove or amend the various proposals which 
have been recommended by the four commissions which 
have been meeting for the last two days. The most impor- 
tant of these are listed below: 

Commission One 
' Of last year's mandntes, Uir. 
Unemployment Insurance Pro- 
gramme and the Textbook reduc- 
tion programme are to bo drop- 
ped, while the Masscy recom- 
mendations and reduced rail rares 
will sttll bo tho objects of NFCUS 
action. 

NFCUS Is to do more In the 
cultural field than previously. 
One of the parts of this program- 
me will bo an art contest which 
It is proposed to mandate to the 
University of Toronto, and a 
short-story contest to he run hy 
'.'•.trleton and Ulshop'fl University. 

INVESTIGATION will bo made 
Into tho possibilities of getting 
reduced roynltlcs for student 
dramatic production. 

Commission Two 

It was recomended that fees he 
raised to a per capita amount not 
to exceed 50c.

Friday the thirteenth had been set as tho date of the trial. It was early evening 
as 800 MeGill freshmen filed. into the Union Ballroom.

the twelve honest upperclassmen in the jury box sinister; the seven-foot gallows by 
the bench sturdy and ominous. 

The prosecutor rubbed his hands in anticipation. The clerk called the name of the 
first defendant. "Do you solemnly swear ..." the words were intoned as the judge pro- 
duced from beneath, his robe a slim red volume on which the anonymous freshman rested 
his hand.

Once again the NFCUS conference is 
faced with issues of crucial importance. 
One is an issue of policy: Associate mem- 
bership with IUS, the other is a financial 
issue: the increase of fees per capita. 

Both issues are very important and 
whatever the decision is, it will strongly 
influence the future of NFCUS. So, be- 
fore wc deliberate on the pros and cons 
on these and other issues, let us take 
stock of NFCUS. 

On the credit side there is one heavy 
factor. The faith so many student leaders 
and students have in the ideal of NFCUS. 
An organization representing almost 40,- 
000 students in Canada is indeed a great 
ideal. The potentialities of such a body 
are inexhaustable fuel to keep' many stu- 
dents working hard for NFCUS. One must 
only take a look at some of the European 
Student Unions to see what can be done 
anrLto comprehend the enthusiasm. 

Then there is the conference itself 
which brings students from many campi 
together and is an invaluable source of 
information and opinion. Also, there are 
the achievements of NFCUS: a travel 
bureau, the Inter-Rogional Scholarship 
plan, the establishment of CUP and the 
CUDA (Canadian University Debating 
Association), rail-fare reductions during 
holidays, the National Secretariat and 
other schemes some of which have work- 
ed, other failed. All of them have involved 
a great deal of work. 

On the debit side is the lack of tangi- 
ble results. The travel department, though 
effective, is a time consuming affair from 
which few students benefit, and those who 
benefit by it are usually those that can 
afford to travel on their own anyhow. It 
was designed after the model of European 
Student Travel Bureaus which operate on 
a relatively smaller geographical area. In„ 
such circumstances it can effectively he'p 
the student. However, a Canadian student 
that wants to travel to Europe can do it 
cheaper on his own, or, if he can afford 
the NFCUS benefits, he can afford the 
services of any travel company. 
... Then there is the general ineffective- 
ness of the Secretariat, ineffectiveness 
that has run afoul many a project and 
has proven itself unworthy of any trust. 



Student Forum 



It will be argued that it is ineffective 
because of lack of funds. We believe that 
it is 'ineffective because it lacks imagina- 
tion. Perhaps it is only so, because too 
many jobs r.re given to it. There is no 
definite point on which this accusation 
can be made other than the experience 
of those that had to work with it. The 
secretariat would like to have more money 
at its disposal, arguing that with more 
funds it could be more efficientt. The past 
achievements of the secretariat have giv- 
en no basis to support this claim. 

Perhaps the trouble with the secret- 
ariat is that of NFCUS itself. It has bit- 
ten off more than it can chew. Before 
gaining the trust and true support of the 
students it represents, it has gone ahead 
on projects beyond its scope, beyond its 
means and heyond its ability. 

Some members of NFCUS want more 
money put into the NFCUS, promising re- 
sults. They base these claims on the as- 
sumption that students have faith in 
NFCUS when NFCUS has has still to de- 
monstrate that there are good ground? 
for this faith. Why then, should the stu- 
dents pay more to NFCUS? 

The phrase 'betting on a losing horse' 
has been applied to NFCUS. It still has to 
prove that it is not a losing horse. 

We feel that Canadian students need 
a body to represent them. A body that 
will add its share to the foundations of a 
strong and united student community. A 
body that is strong and will gain strength 
ancf respect with time. Such a body must 
start humbly, doing work that is needed, 
assuming little and performing effective- 
ly. A body that will co-ordinate the efforts 
of students in individual universities, a 
body servicing the students and working 
for the interests of students. An effective, 
efficient, informative and unassuming 
body that will solidify into the foundation 
of a true Federation. 

If NFCUS can become such a body 
first, and then, with time, experience and 
strength a type of body such as it is try- 
ing .to be now, then we can have faith 
in NFCUS again. 

Maybe it is not a losing horse, maybe 
it is just in tho wrong race.

Canada and the IUS 



While lectures and labs, library read- 
ing and lunch time chatter continue nor- 
mally on the campus, a storm begins to 
brew for the Canadian student body. Up- 
stairs in the Union, delegates to the 17th 
Annual NFCUS Conference, representing 
the mind and voice of the Canadian stu- 
dent body,, are working out the Canadian 
policy toward the^rest of the world, and 
particularly toward the IUS. And they 
are being rather timid about it. 
• With the memory of last year's se- 
cession threats from a small group vivid 
in their minds, the delegates are being 
very, very, solicitous for the 'unity' of 
the National Federation. This is to the 
good, and very commendable — the dan- 
ger is that in their solicitude for the Fed- 
eration they make it look exceedingly fool- 
ish and immature to the rest of the world 
— and they may do it by being foolish 
and immature in fact. 

The conference yesterday broke up 
into 'Commissions", to discuss the various 
areas of activity in which the organiza- 
tion is engaged. As is usual, the fireworks 
came in the International Affairs Com- 
mission. There were basically the same 
two sides as there have always been: 



Those who wish to have as little as possi- 
ble to do with the IUS, and those who 
feel that NFCUS, as a National Union, 
must face the fact that it speaks for the 
nation in the student world, and think 
that it might as well speak with honesty 
and bold sincerity. Today, in the Interna- 
tional Affairs Commission, in spite of 
certain concessions, the former point of 
view won the day. 

For the Commission approved a mo- 
tion (which takes the form of a recom- 
mended policy for the full Assembly) 
which is weak, negative, and completely 
undiplomatic. It reads: 

"Whereas, the spirit and activities of 
the IUS have not fostered an internation- 
al student community because of its part- 
isan and political approach in the past 
both to student needs and to the role of 
students in society, and Whereas associa- 
tion with the IUS in its present form 
would create disunity when unity is es- 
sential for an effective NFCUS, but 
Whereas NFCUS is desirous of fostering 
greater ' international understanding, Be 
it resolved that NFCUS will not enter in- 
to Associate Membership with IUS at the

present time, but the Executive of NFCUS 
will be empowered to investigate during 
this year the possibility of qualified rela- 
tionship with the IUS." 

This motion, should it be passed in 
its present form by the plenary session 
of NFCUS, will do g;-cat damage to the 
reputation of the Federation and of Can- 
adian students, throughout the world, and 
especially in those areas NFCUS should 
be most concerned with influencing — 
Asia, the Middle East, and Africa. What 
the motion will amount to, in the eyes of 
those we really want to impress and in- 
fluence, will be a polite 'We won't play', 
with an escape clause telling the executive 
to look over the IUS and see if they are 
still as dirty as they used to be. In the 
•yes of the wavering student groups in 
the colonial and dependent areas, the an- 
swer is a veiled 'no'. And what we need 
is n cautious yes. For any sort of a 'no' 
will mean to them that we are insincere 
in our talk about desiring international 
student co-operation and good will. The 
IUS have made all sorts of concessions, 
and in doing so have thrown the ball to 
us — we must throw it back to them with 
a spin on it. 

If we are in international student af- 
fairs at all, we must do the thing proper- 
ly — and the only way to do this is to be 
always optimistic, bold but careful, will- 
ing but firm. Most of all we must not be 



afraid, for fear shows, it gives the oppo- 
nent an advantage, and loses support in 
the gallery. 

The policy that NFCUS needs, if it is 
to be a credit to Canadian students and 
to Canada, is one of optimistic firmness, 
of willing yet careful friendliness. One 
which says in effect 'We are glad you 
are making moves toward us, we welco- 
me the changes in your policy and attitu- 
de, but you must realize that you have 
been unreasonable in the past; however, 
we hope that your words'will be backed 
up by actions, and if they arc, we will 
seriously consider associating ourselves 
with those of your actions with which we 
find ourselves in agreement.' Now basic- 
ally, in terms of the actions ot NFCUS, 
a motion incorporating these ideas would 
mean the same as the motion passed yes- 
terday in the International Affairs Com- 
mission. But the lone is very different, 
and this is the only tone which will meet 
the needs of the situation. 

There is a great difference between 
being optimistic and careful, and being 
pessimistic and cautious. It is up to the 
delegates at this conference to see that 
NFCUS does not let the Canadian student, 
body down in the eyes of the world — it 
is up to them to be wise. We sincerely 
hope they manage it.

More Chickens than Students

Macdonald College, Que. — (Special to The Daily) — More chickens than students 
and more turkeys than professors arrive on the JMcGill scene bach academic year.

"Glaring Errors" 



"Dear Sir, 

}VUhout wishing to detract from the well' 
meaning intention! of your lead editorial 
writer in The Daily of October 5, we feci 
that for historical accuracy several glaring 
errors be pointed out for the benefit of rend' 
ers who otherwise may not have noticed it: 

1. The Supreme Court is the highest jud- 
icial body in Canada, and not the "highest 
Canadian legislative body." Under the Brit- 
ish North America Act of 1867, there is a 
division of power between the federal and 
provincial governments and each, while act- 
ing within its assigned legislative field, is 
the "highest" legislative body for those mat- 
ters assigned to it. 

2. There, is no "Quebec by-law" prohib- 
iting the distribution of tracts on streets 
without a permit. There is a provincial stat- 
ute which authorizes municipalities, if they 
so desire, to adopt a "By-law" prohibiting 
the distribution of literature on their streets 
unless the distributor obtains a license or 
permit before hand from the local chief of 
police. That is why, for instance, you see 
Jehova'a Witnesses peddling their tracts on 
Wcstmount streets without molestation. 

3. The Supreme Court did not rule that 
the "sect may distribute religious literature 
without restriction on the streets of Quebec 
or any other provinces." The case involved 
only a sect member of Quebec City and its 
outcome was regarded as a test of similar 
municipal by-laws which apparently 'were 
aimed at curbing the missionary zeal of the 
Witnesses. To say the same principle will be 
applied, as the writer puts it, in "any other 
province," is to anticipate a decision upon 



called upon to pronounce itself. Admittedly, 
the Saumur v. City of Quebec case will play 
an important role in any new litigation in- 
volving the distribution of religious litera- 
ture — but that is all. 

■i. The Quebec Freedom of Worship Act 
(ll.S.Q. 1941, c. 307) is not to be treated 
merely as " an interesting feature of the 
case." The stature was first enacted when 
Quebec and Ontario formed together the 
Province of Canada: it may be regarded as 
a "bill of rights" guaranteeing religious 
freedom in Quebec which Iws continued the 
statute in force even after confederation ; 
and Us role, in the Saumur case is not to be 
fl igh I ingly m inim ized. 

5. The Supreme Court dors not "vote" on 
cases. It may be a figurative expression — 
used mainly by Americans when talking 
about their Supreme Court — but it does 
not convey the. correct manner in which the 
Supreme Court judges arrive at a decision. 
Each member of the. court writes his own 
decision and the âther judges cither con- 
curr. make additional observations, or write 
a dissenting opinion.

Those who spoke against the 
motion felt that to refuse this 
overt ute would he to isolate our- 
selves from the Eastern countrks 
both Communist and non-Com- 
munist. It wns pointed out that 
the view held by underdeveloped 
Asian and African nations on 
Communism were not the samo as 
ours, and that by Joining IUS 
as an associate member, we would 
have tho chnnce of getting out 
own Interpretation ot our ideas 
to them. 

Bob Sutherland, Chairman or 
the Commission, when asked for 
his personal opinion, stated that 
he could not approve of tho re- 
jection of any possible avenuo to- 
wards co-existence in our divided 
world.

Among Bevcral speakers In fav- 
our of the stand, was Bill Denser, 
Past President of the U.S. Nati- 
onal Students Association. He des- 
cribed his own experiences In 
working with IUS and pointed out 
that It Is an organization with one 
purpose only— that of furthurlng 
Communism by separating the 
students of the world from the 
western Ideology. 

He emphasized that anything 
that NFCUS gains through ns- 
socltlon, she can already have 
without nssorltlon. He also cit- 
ed the stand of a Polish refu- 
gee, who argued before the 
Swedish Union of Students that 
to send representatives to ICS 
wns giving nld and comfort to 
the governments oppressing the 
occupied countries of eastern 
Europe. 

UUSS EXCHANGE 
Also quashed by the commiss- 
ion, was Taylor's recconicndatlon 
that the Canadian-Russian stud- 
ent exchango be effected. The on- 
ly discussion on the mattor was 
on whether tho reply should be 
verbal or written. The nature of 
the reply was assumed.

thero seems little hope that it 
can ever be fundamentally 
changed." 

Tho NFCUS observer viewed 
tho chango In IUS policy ns re 
flection of the chango in tho lino 
of Communist parties throughout 
the world. But the change Is 
there, be said, and IUS is awaiting 
explicit demands from the non 
mcmbors. ns conditions for their 
entry. 

Taylor Btrongly recommended 
that NFCUS begin negotiations 
toward associate membership. "If 
the IUS does not abide by its ex 
press policy, we shall have lost 
nothing," ho said. "If it docs, we 
shnll havo gained a great deal In 
terms of International understand- 
ing." 

NFCUS should affiliate to ex 
press the truo opinions of Can 
adlan students, Taylor added. "If 
we do not stato clearly our views 
and beliefs, what we havo done 
and what wo intend to do no. one 
elso will stato them for us."
